s the Michaelmas term ended, Douglas 
Campbell, Ridley's seventh Headmaster, 
announced to the students, faculty and 
parents that he had accepted the position 
of school bursar at St. Andrew's College. As most 
Ridleians know, Doug had tendered his resignation as 
Headmaster in August effective 30 June 1994 and it 
had been his intent to see his duties through to their 
conclusion at the end of this school year. 

An opportunity arose which satisfied Doug's 
wish for a new challenge, removed the anxiety of 
not knowing where he would be after June 30 and 
answered a need which existed at S.A.C. which 
required his services immediately. With the blessing 
of the Ridley Board and the best wishes of all their 
Ridley friends, Doug and Donna are now happily 
involved in the life of St. Andrew’s. 

To best measure the successes of the Campbell 
tenure at Ridley one must consider the significant 
contributions to the School made by Robyn and 
Donna as well as Doug. 

During her 4 years at Ridley, Robyn's career 
made her parents proud. It was one in which all Rid- 
leians can take pride because it was truly exemplary. 
Robyn was a member of the First Field Hockey team 
for 3 years and in the last year served as team captain. 
She performed in school plays, most notably in Rita 
Joe. The cast was the first Ridley dramatic troupe to 
represent the school overseas. She won the Ingrid 
Cronin trophy in field hockey and the Michael A. 
Mandeville Award which recognizes a grade 12 student 
with well-rounded involvement who demonstrates 
service, Courage and perseverance. She commanded 
the Ridley College Cadet Corps (the first female to do 
so), served as a school prefect and won Ridley's top 
award, the J. Herbert Mason medal. All this and 
Robyn also earned the status of Ontario Scholar. 

From the time Donna arrived in St. Catharines 
she proved herself to be a great asset to Ridley. She 
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easily and quickly made friends in every constituency 
of the Ridley family. Donna was a gracious hostess on 
campus, an excellent school ambassador at Branch 
meetings around the world and a popular presence 
with students, faculty and parents. As an Admissions 
Officer and duty master in Gooderham East, Donna 
demonstrated the caring, perceptive and supportive 
traits which are her trademark. Donna's strength and 
courage as she faced problems with health earned our 
respect and admiration. She is indeed "a woman of 
substance" and Ridley is grateful for her service and 
for the efforts she expended on behalf of our school. 

Through Doug's leadership substantial 
improvements were realized in the areas of finance 
and property. In addition to improved ongoing main- € 
tenance the physical plant has received significant 
upgrades especially in student common areas, athletic 
facilities, administrative offices, dormitory refurbish- 
ment and campus beautification. At the same time 
the School has reduced its accumulated deficit by 
$300,000, down from $900,000, and been able to 
balance its budget annually despite a slightly lower 
enrolment base. Obviously S.A.C. knows they are 
getting excellent value as Doug assumes responsibility 
for their finances and physical plant! 

President George Hendrie wrote in his letter 
to all Ridleians in November "the chief legacy of 
Doug's tenure" is the development of the Long Range 
Strategic Plan which is a blueprint for Ridley's future. 
Though full action plans will be developed under 
another administration, several initiatives are already 
in place or began their evolution this year. 

On an evening in October as I drove onto the 
Ridley campus with Doug after we attended a Board 
function, Doug wistfully remarked that "Ridley is a 
great school". We thank Doug, Donna and Robyn for 
their special contributions to keep Ridley "a great 
school" and we wish them god-speed, good health 
and happiness in all their future endeavours. 
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The Board of Governors is pleased to 
announce the appointment of Robert Snowden, 
currently Assistant Head, Student Affairs, as 
Acting Headmaster until a new headmaster is in 
place. The Board is confident that Mr. Snowden, 
the strong administrative team and talented and 


committed faculty will run the school energet- 
ically and effectively while the search for a new 
head is taking place.

Monte Carlo Night on the same night as the Grade 
11/12 Parents’ Day, and the Grade 9s are gearing up 
for the new province-wide English test. The School 
Prefects continue to be a spirited and influential 
group of leaders. 

During the interim headship, there will be a 
few adjustments in responsibilities at the school. The 
Board expects the person in the head’s role to be in- 
volved in student and faculty issues, to deal with mat- 
ters academic, pastoral, and financial, and to be avail- 
able to students, faculty, parents and other members 
of the extended Ridley family. These expectations 
therefore require a re-allocation of some duties in the 
area of Student Affairs, and a few changes in teach- 
ing duties. Our goal in making these adjustments has 
been to make the least disruptive changes possible, 
and to use faces already familiar to the students. 
While some aspects of Student Affairs will be 
handled by different faculty members, the central 
responsibilities for co-ordinating housemasters, 
dealing with daily and weekly routine, and handling 
discipline up to a certain level of seriousness need to 
be handled by a single person. I am happy to say that 
Mrs. Libby Rupp has agreed to take on this load, and 
will carry the title Assistant Head, Student Affairs for 
the remainder of the year. Mrs. Rupp is well-qualified 
for the role; she has been housemaster of Dean’s 
House for the past 7 years, and was Dean of Students 
at a former school. 

Some people have asked what is happening 
with Kenyon Lett House. The answer is that we hope 
to continue to use it for meetings of groups of faculty, 
for workshops or retreats, and for official entertaining 
hosted by the Board or the School. 

We hope to see you come out and visit us as 
often as possible during the term. I can tell you that 
the life here is full and rewarding, but there is no need 
to take my word for it: come and see for yourself.

he presence of a current, endorsed mission 
and vision statement for an institution 
provides the catalyst for an examination 

of the institution's programmes and ser- 
vices. Such examination usually brings refinement in 
some areas and radical change in others, all of which 
are designed to move the institution forward. Ridley's 
catalyst is in place. 

Last spring as the Long Range Planning 
Committee was finalizing its report to the Board of 
Governors, those who were to be most directly 
affected by the content of the report (administration, 
faculty and students) were beginning to address some 
of the issues that had been identified in the planning 
process. Throughout the spring term the Grade 13 
students and housemasters discussed ways of giving 
the students (graduating students in particular) more 
responsibility. This discussion resulted in some re- 
visions in the rules and expectations for Grade 13 
students allowing them more control over their own 
time, a privilege not afforded to younger students. 
This was the first step in addressing the expressed 
concern that senior students did not feel that they 
were given enough responsibility for making decisions 
for themselves at Ridley. 

At the same time, a committee, chaired by 
Michael Hamilton, Head of Mathematics, began to 
work on a programme for students at the Grade 10 
level developing activities around the theme of 
"Pride & Responsibility", the details of which are 
outlined in a separate article. 

In June the administration turned its attention 
to the problems related to pressures brought about by 
unclear priorities and expectations of students and 
faculty. As a result we have made some changes in 
the daily schedule. An effort is being made to give

more quality time to the arts and activities, a goal 
achieved by giving these pursuits priority between 
6:30 and 8:00 p.m. on Monday, Tuesday, and Friday. 
This change involved considerable discussion and or- € 
ganizing before it became workable, but it has led us 
to look at more creative scheduling and more ef- 
ficient use of our magnificent facilities. Another 
change, designed to underline the importance of 
chapel within our community, was to move the main 
chapel service of the week to 11:00 a.m. on Friday 
when all Upper School students are available to attend 
and the choir is available to lead the service in song. 
To ensure that all of our programs at Ridley 
will help us achieve the desired environment that 
will produce graduates with the qualities and skills 
identified in our vision statement, we have embarked 
on a review of academic programmes within the 
school. During the fall term the History and Science 
departments began their reviews. They are working to 
identify the ways in which the current curricula and 
teaching methods contribute to our desired vision as 
well as to identify and address areas that need attention. 
We have merely begun and we know that 
we have a great deal of work ahead of us. We will 
be calling on all of our reflective, analytical, and 
creative skills as we develop action plans based on € 
our adopted mission and vision statements. 
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ore than in most recent years, there seemed 
to be much that was new and fresh about 
the opening of school this September. In 
fact there were no great changes in the 
school’s appearance or in the structure of student life; 
the differences that existed were simply in a renewal 
of energy and spirit in a number of areas that needed 
some rejuvenation. 

Certainly the girls in Gooderham House saw 
the most visible evidence of renewal in their res- 
idence. Over the summer, Gooderham House was 
thoroughly renovated, re-wired and re-furnished, the 
result of Property Committee planning that is aiming 
at a yearly upgrade of all residence facilities. One of 
the most interesting aspects of this renovation was 
that the arena was turned into a carpenters’ assembly 
line for the summer to construct all the built-in 
furniture to fill the new rooms. It has been a very 
successful renovation, and the girls in Gooderham 
are now the envy of all the other students on campus. 
Other areas of improvement in the physical plant 
include a new Physiology lab for the Phys-Ed. depart- 
ment and an expanded Athletic Therapy clinic. On 
December 3 the Chairman of the Board, Mr. George 
Hendrie, officially opened the new Dance Studio. 
Dance is now a full-fledged sport in the winter term. 

The spirit of renewal is also evident in the 
activities of a few faculty who have taken themselves 
out of circulation for a year at the school while they 
are engaged in other pursuits elsewhere. Mr. Rick

Girls’ Field Hockey, 
coached by Mrs. Nancy Whitty, won the City 
Championships, and were once again regional cham- 
pions for SOSSA, and went on to represent Southern 
Ontario at the Provincial Championships. Standouts 
on the team were Rachel Bartlett '94, captain and 
MVP, and Regan Shea '94, winner of the I.S. Cronin 
trophy. Plus, the future looks good - one grade 9 was 
on the team: Lindsay Wright '98, from St. Cath- 
arines. Girls’ Swimming, coached this year by Mrs. 
Andrea Shemilt, had an outstanding year, winning 
the Bishop’s Cup (the symbol of swimming supremacy 
among girls’ independent schools), and the SOSSA 
Zone 4 championships. This year’s Cross-Country 
team saw its best representation ever at OFSSA, after 
winning the team overall standings at SOSSA in the 
categories of Midget Girls, Senior Girls and Senior 
Boys. Representing the school at OFSSA were 15 
Ridley runners, with all teams placing in the top 
third of their division. Excellent results were 
achieved by Maggie Boak '94, Gen Okita '95, Sam 
McGlone '98, Dave Brophy '95 and Jeff Morley 
'94. Finally an outstanding team performance was 
turned in by Messrs. Loat and Nield’s Under 16 
Soccer team, which went undefeated for the season, 
captained by Craig Scott '97 and Chris Drake '97. 
Those who are interested in athletics will be happy to 
know that last year an Athletic Council was formed 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Sandy Peters, Athletic 
Director. This Council meets twice a term to review 
and examine athletic policies and practices, and 
consists of faculty and students. 

Of all issues at the school right now, one of 
the most exciting is the implementation of the Long 
Range Strategic Plan. Those of you who have read 
this document will understand that it is a far-reaching 
and far-seeing piece of work, and that the implement- 
ation of it will be a process that will continue for a 
number of years. A start has been made, however. In 
academics, the Science Department, under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Brian Martin, and the History Depart- 
ment, under the direction of Mr. Michael Scott, have 
begun to examine their programmes in the light of 
the school’s mission and vision. One of the areas to 
see immediate results was that of student leadership 
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and enfranchisement. Starting last February, house- 
masters, faculty and the current grade13s started to 
examine what was involved in student leadership at 
Ridley: the results of this examination were reported 
in the last Tiger. It will be of great interest to note 
now that these efforts have been very successful. The 
entire senior class, house prefects and school prefects 
have been a powerful force in generating the spirit 
and energy that has been so obvious around the 
school this year. The School Prefects have been very 
visible in many areas of school life, particularly 
through their use of Chapel and spirit-raising events 
to raise their profile and promote enthusiasm and 
commitment to the school. The tone of their efforts 
was set in the first Chapel talk, one of the most 
outstanding talks in recent years, by School Prefect 
Chris McNamara, and the tone has been maintained 
by other prefects in their Chapel talks, their assemblies, 
their painting of the new Hank Tank, and their atten- 
tion to student conduct. The prefects have been ably 
assisted by this year’s cheerleaders, Jeremy Fewster 
'94, Alex Karkic '94 and Jamie McCabe '94. As far 
as strategic planning is concerned, other issues that 
are being addressed at the moment at the school are 
the strengthening of chapel as a significant part of 
Ridley life, and the need to safeguard the well-round- 
edness of the Ridley approach to education so that 
students have the opportunity to experience or excel 
at academics, athletics, the arts and other activities. 
These issues are broad ones, and will be addressed in a 
future issue of Tiger. 

It is impossible to give a full treatment of 
everything that goes on at Ridley. The school is so 
active and full of life that even a comprehensive 
account is bound to leave something out. This article 
touches on some of the main things that have hap- 
pened in the first term, but more than anything else 
it should convey that the school is a thriving and 
energetic place, where students can and do fulfill 
more of themselves than is possible anywhere else.@D

Campbell invited me to return to Ridley for a week. They 
asked me to reflect upon Ridley Today through the eyes 
of Ridley Yesterday. These notes are the outcome of my 
reflections. 

It was highly enjoyable seeing old friends again, 
making new ones and observing the school in action. I 
thank Peggy Lampard for arranging my meetings. But 
particularly I am grateful to Doug and Donna Campbell 
for their warm hospitality and our many conversations. 

Mary has helped me in assembling these reflect- 
ions. By so doing, she has shared in my return, as we 
have always shared our Ridley experiences. 


NOTES ON A RETURN 


'Ages' in schools are measured in decades, 
rather than in thousand of years. A school generation 
passes in four or five years; another age has gone. It is 
several ages since Ridley was inhabited by my people. 
So I feel a little like a dinosaur. In the year of Jurassic 
Park, the return of the dinosaurs is no great event. 
But I need not worry... a substantial number of my 
contemporaries from the seventies (adapted some- 
what in shape and hair-colour) are to be found in the 
staff room. They make me feel a lot less extinct. 

Things look much the same as you come 
through the Marriott Gates. The Hamilton Rose 
Garden by the tennis court is beautifully cared for. The 
fields, wearing their Autumn garb of football posts, 
are still verdant in October. The old cricket hut (last 
vestige of the Founder's Ridley) has been restored and 
brought forward. Facing each other across the expanse 
of fields, the facades of the Upper and Lower ... now 
Middle, Schools are quite unchanged. The trees are 
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now a dozen-years' changed, and there have been 
some improvements to walkways and flower-beds; and 
this is the time of year when the Japanese maples by 
the Chapel blaze against the gray stone.

Walking at Ridley used to be a way of life... 
walking with colleagues... walking with bewildered 
student applicants... walking with aspiring teachers 
... walking to the far field with my dogs. I walk again, 
first with the Athletic Director. Stop for banter with 
a couple of coaches, watch some football drills, listen 
to a team talk from the girls' field hockey coach - re- 
membered as a Ridley sister. | walk with the architect, 
discussing the idiom of Ridley buildings. He believes 
Ridley is an architectural display case, decade by 
decade, of the Twentieth Century. I walk the circuit 
(Upper School — Gym — Middle School — Drive) 
with three different old friends. The circuit is perfect 
for controlled reminiscences! 

A member of the Ground staff waves cheerfully 
as he drives past in a neat little buggy. Does each of 
them have one now (men will be boys)? But this is 
just a first glimpse of technically sophisticated Ridley. 
Look at the renovated academic department areas. 
Look at the studio equipment of the P.A.C. Look at 
the technology and visibility of the offices (Business, 
Admissions, Development, College Admissions) ... no 
more hole and corner locations for them. Look at the 
majestic proportions of the new Headmaster's house. 
But, most of all, look at the 2nd Century Building 
(mistakenly, aptly, I refer to it as the Twenty-First 
Century Building). Here is something to shake the di- 
nosaur. I greatly admire the way students and teachers 
(some of these surprisingly) move at ease around the 
futuristic environment. For my part, I keep expecting 
Darth Vador to come around the corner. 
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There is an art to change. Ridley today is 
almost unrecognizably modern to a Ridleian from the 
sixties; but is still a startling statement of tradition to 
the Ridleians of the nineties. The annual cadet 
parade, with those colourful uniforms, is now ritual 
and pageantry; but it gives diverse Ridley a moment 
of complete unity. The wearing of Blues and Greys, 
the chiming of the quarters, excellent standing, the 
plaques and memorabilia, the names carved in stone, 
the Hank Tank... these things are not generally 
found at De Grassi High today, let alone in schools 
beyond Canada.

Just over twenty years ago, Terry Cronyn and | 
stood one evening on the 'A' squad cricket square. It 
was dark, and the lights were on in all the houses. 
Ridley seemed like a harbour with ocean liners riding 
at anchor. I expressed the hope that we might one 
day divide each of the houses into two, to give each 
Housemaster a more manageable unit. Without hes- 
itation, Terry replied: "And wouldn't it be wonderful 
if all the houses West of the Great Hall contained 
boys... and all of Ridley East contained girls?" 


And, lo and behold! 


Today's students have an ease that I do not 
remember. They are at ease with one another, seniors 
and juniors, boys and girls, walking together, 
discussing topics in class, joking, smiling at strangers. 
There are no vestiges of the old hierarchy. Who 
remembers the old concept of 'Doors'? They are at 
ease with their teachers, and contemporary discipline 
has moved in the direction of courtesy. They are of 
course a more able group academically than we could 
assemble in the 1970's, now that the school is fully 
open to both genders. They even seem more at ease 
with themselves, as if being young in the nineties is 
less burdensome than it was in the seventies. No 
doubt, angst and stress are never far below the surface 
of these adolescent lives; but at least, in October, 
they are not much in evidence. 
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Lunch with the prefects. Leadership is not a 
word used so much in American schools... certain 
suspicions surround the concept of training people in 
the exercise of authority. So it is a nostalgic pleasure 


to witness the prefects' absorption with their respon- 
sibilities. Amongst the kidding around and jostling 
for position near the sandwiches, they discuss things 
of importance... (the allocation of certain super- 
visions... the provision of assistance and support to 
Japanese and Korean newcomers to senior grades...) 
and things of a most cheerful nature. How about 
another dance at six in the morning on 'A' Squad? 
(This was how an early morning punishment had 
ended up, with voluntary dancers outnumbering 
delinquents ... response from the administration, 
"No"!) How about a series of dinners for prefects to 
meet teachers and other staff: (everyone gets to know 
and appreciate everyone else, and the prefects 'get to 
go' to every dinner). The concern for school spirit is 
still there: so is the search for the perfect prank. The 
prefects are mostly long-term Ridleians (one for the 
whole of her life). In their approach to leadership, 
they show a sense of service: the essence of the Ridley 
mission. Good for those leaders and Housemasters 
(M and F) who have instructed them so well. This is 
something the school must never lose.

A jolting fact. Every year, two hundred new 
students have to be located and recruited from all over 
the world. What with a proportion graduating in four 
years ... and economic duress ... and annual attrition, 
this is what faces the Admissions Department.

ach year, the science department grants the 
Class of 1939 J.R. Hamilton Memorial 
Award for Science Enrichment to students 
who have a strong interest in science and 
who wish to extend their learning outside the class- 
room. The award is a fund used by the recipients to 
afford the opportunity to attend a program involving 
science. This year, the recipients, John Holer '94 and 
Vish Chatterji '94, elected to travel to the U.S. Space 
and Rocket center in Huntsville, Alabama. An eight- 
day programme involving hands-on training in topics 
related to space exploration is offered at this center. 
The session also awards a university credit to its par- 
ticipants. 

The program involved over forty hours of 
classroom instruction, comprised of all subjects 
taught in a high school curriculum with an applica- 
tion to space. Students were taught about astro- 
physics, space medicine, rocketry and many other 
space related topics. The lectures were highly inform- 
ative, interesting and purposeful. Most of what was 
discussed in the classroom was later applied to deal 
with situations in simulated missions. Three two-hour 





missions were scheduled with each mission occurring 
in a different setting. 

One mission was based in the Mission Control 
of a shuttle launch. At Mission Control, students 
were assigned different roles to communicate success- 
fully with a space shuttle during takeoff. Another 
setting was in the space shuttle itself where students 
would assume the roles of astronauts on a mission to 
the moon to collect rock samples. Activities included 
maneuvering the shuttle, doing experiments during 
the mission and also collecting samples from the 
moon’s surface. The third setting was the space station 
which simulated living in a space station orbiting the 
earth. Students would carry out various experiments 
to determine the effects on human physiology in 
space. In addition, each student would don scuba 
equipment and dive in a tank 25 feet deep. The 
purpose was to simulate weightlessness to learn 
techniques involved in repairing a disabled satellite.

The final test of knowledge involved an ex- 
tended-duration mission. This mission was twelve 
hours long and involved similar activities to the two 
hour missions. There were, however, numerous other 
complications, mainly involving scenarios in which 
things would go wrong. Everything from radiation 
leaks and fires to computer malfunctions and injuries 
to personnel were thrown at the unsuspecting astro- 
nauts. At times it was difficult. Strong bonds were 
formed among the participants, and all learned the 
value of good teamwork. 

The last two days were spent visiting the 
museum at the center which is world famous for its 
display of space vehicles and equipment. Students 
were encouraged to try the various simulators such as 
the gyroscope and the centrifuge. Later students visit- 
ed a real mission control center in Huntsville and 
also a rocket engine testing site. 

The session was highly inspiring and has given 
each of us a clear perception of space exploration. As 
graduates of the U.S. Space Academy, we are now able 
to understand with greater depth the implications of 
space research and what it may hold for our futures. 
We would like to thank the class of 1939 for making 
this award possible and we hope to see other aspiring 
young scientists benefit from the opportunity this 
fund provides Ridley students.

uring the 1994 March break (March 16th 
to 30th) thirty-five choristers and faculty 
are going to 3 European countries (Austria, 
Germany and Czechoslovakia) to perform 
in some of the finest Basilica's and churches in the 
world. Michael Tansley, Head of Music and Co-ord- 
inator of the Arts will be leading his third school 
group excursion to Europe. First stop is Vienna where 
they will sing in St. Stephen's Cathedral, St. Augus- 
tine's Church, and St. Francis’ Church. In most cases, 
they will be taking part in Mass which will be follow- 
ed by a short recital. An exciting opportunity has 
been arranged whereby the Vienna Boys! Choir and 
the Ridley Choir will meet and sing for each other in 
the Augarten Palais. Two special events are also 
planned which will see the group perform in the Ben- 
edictine Abbey of Melk and the church made famous 
in the movie The Sound of Music. 

From Vienna, the choir goes to Salzburg 
where they will again sing Mass in the famous Ca- 
thedral, and visit Mozart's home. Next stop is Prague 
and a tour of this remarkable city culminating in a 
concert in St. Jacob's Church. As they cross the bor- 
der into Germany, they travel to Dresden en route to 
Leipzig and St. Thomas Kirche made famous by J.S. 
Bach's musical association. The choir will have the 
honour of performing here during Holy Week. The 
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tour culminates in Berlin where the group will see first 
hand how the East and West are co-existing. A final 
Mass and concert will be sung in the famous Kaiser 
Wilhelm Memorial Church before heading home. 

Music for the tour is for the most part sacred 
because of the nature of the venues and the season of 
Lent. However, the secular side is well-represented by 
Canadian music, in particular a recent series of 
nature songs called "Due North" by B.C. composer 
Stephen Chatman. Choir rehearsals have been under- 
way since the beginning of October and the choir is 
anticipating this unique tour with great enthusiasm.

Pride In Your School 
The Grade Ten Programme

ow do an alumni speaker series, an envirt- 

| onmental awareness excursion and a 
faculty - student interaction model relate 
to one another? The operative word would 
be PRIDE and that is what Ridley is attempting to 
promote in its grade ten population. 

Over the last two years there has been a con- 
certed effort by the school to address the needs of the 
grade ten student. It is part of a plan that is underway 
that will focus on the special needs of each year in 
high school. The first step in establishing this project 
was to define themes for each of the grade levels. 

@ ore defined, the supporting program for each grade 
could be built around that underlying theme. 

The grade themes that have been adopted are: 





Grade9 Adjustment 
Grade 10 Pride and Responsibility 
Grade 1l Service 
Grade 12. _ Leadership 
Grade 13. Independence 


The grade ten program attempts to instill a 
sense of pride in the students. An important and im- 
mediate association of pride must be in one’s school. 
The foundation of this pride in the school must be 
from the knowledge about the school and the people 
who have gone before. Hence an Alumni Speaker Se- 
ries has been adopted in which the grade ten class at- 
tends an evening banquet with guest speakers. This 
occurs once a term. This past term the guest speaker 
was David Maclachlan who exemplified an individual 
who has maintained a lifelong association with the 
school and attributes many fond memories and re- 
lationships to his Ridley experience. Paul Lewis also 
spoke from the perspective of an archivist with some 
very endearing anecdotes. 


To Further enhance the speaker series, the 
grade ten class enjoys a sit-down lunch twice a term 
with a five minute luncheon speaker. Brian Iggulden 
and Doug Campbell both addressed them in this for- 
um and it can be said that both were inspiring. 

Fundamental to a sense of pride is awareness. 
The students must identify within themselves their 
basic attitudes and feelings toward various issues. 
They must be able to ask themselves: "What do I be- 
lieve?" "Why do I believe it?" and "How am I going to 
implement this belief?" To encourage and help the 
students address these questions an advisor inter- 
action model has been developed. In the week before 
school a professional development workshop was con- 
ducted with all of the faculty on the use of the model 
and follow-up discussions have occurred since then. 
Each student is assigned an advisor and through this 
contact will have the opportunity to probe their in- 
ner selves and attitudes. 

Pride should extend beyond oneself and one's 
school. It should extend to the community at large 
and in particular to the environment. The experience 
at Laurentian Lodge in November emphasized knowl- 
edge of ecosystems, respect for their frailty, and one’s 
responsibility to safeguard them. 

One further aspect of the grade ten program- 
me that is in committee right now is the concern for 
academic matters of these students. This Academic 
Key Teacher Committee is addressing three issues: 
pace and workload, curriculum coordination among 
disciplines and skill development. Their findings are 
yet to be determined. 

There is a good deal of energy and enthusiasm 
for this programme and if the school can create an- 
other generation of proud and responsible Ridleians 
like the ones that have gone before the programme 


will be a huge success.

n 1973 in the Ridley College Business Office, 
quotes like this were heard often.

n response to a request we made early in 
1993, several Ridleians have supplied us with 
information on Archives and Museums to 
visit.
